We cannot offer you much in explanation of this report 
except what appears therein. The poor expense was $6,000.00 
more than anticipated due largely to state hospital laws. We 
were authorized to borrow to build school road. We did not 
meet payment on debt budgeted. We have on hand $6,963.57 
and started with $8,009.60. The Road Commr. was again able 
to more than break even by doing considerable outside work 
with Georgia and private work. We bought a new truck and 
still have on hand something to. go towards a new one next 
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year. The grader account has on hand enough to pay the 
grader bond and interest and still leave a good nest egg. Un- 
less snow expense decreases, it looks like that might exceed 
other years.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER, 
TOWN OF MILTON, VERMONT. 


During the past year the following communicable diseases 
were reported with the State Board of Health in Burlington 
as follows:

It is to be remembered that parents should report all such 
cases if a doctor is not in attendance. 


It is reported that children of the second grade in Milton 
were the first to receive the Saulk Vaccine against Poliomy- 
elitis in the nation wide mass innoculation. The doctors in 
this program wish to thank the parents and those children 
who had to give samples of their blood in the follow-up studies. 


Construction on our new school was started early last 
year and it was ready for occupancy in September. This mod- 
ern building with its airy and well lighted classrooms, sani- 
tary rest and recovery rooms should be a great help in main- 
taining the health of our children. The hot lunch program 
here is easily carried out from a central well kept kitchen 
easily accessible to a large walk in cooler and opening off the 
auditorium where meals are served—-so far it has been kept 
spotless. 


I wish to call to the attention of the townspeople that 
not only our children, but our old folks are in need of health 
supervision. Everything should be done to make their life 
easier. It is the truth they are getting old, they are proud, 
and many are in need of medical and housing aid. Let us do 
all we can to help them.

This is our nineteenth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Milton on State payments in your municipality of 
various types of assistance and welfare during 1954. 


The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
stable for four years but expenditures are larger by reason of 
increases in payments authorized by the Legislature and in- 
creases in cost of services, including rent. Funds for the sup- 
port of these programs were derived from the Federal and 
State Governments. The towns and cities participated finan- 
cially in two of the programs as indicated below. Adminis- 
trative expenses for the four types of Public Assistance were 
the lowest in the North Atlantic States and among the lowest 
in the nation.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


During 1954 the Vermont Health Department has offered 
the same type of Public Health Nursing Service which has 
been available since 1951. The Public Health Nurse for Mil- 
ton is Miss Valencia Connolly who has her office in St: Al- 
bans. Miss Connolly’s service falls roughly into three cate- 
gories: Clinics and Conferences, School Program, and Home 


Visiting. 
Clinics and Conferences: 

This includes well-child conferences in which young chil- 
dren are given the opportunity for examination and immuniza- 
tion. Two such conferences were arranged by the Health 
Council in May, and 50 children were examined by the local 
physicians. 15 children were vaccinated against Smallpox, 14 
received protective immunization against Diphtheria, Tetanus 
and Whooping Cough, and 21 were given a Booster dose. 

Chest X-ray Clinics held twice each month by appoint- 
ment at Kerbs Memorial Hospital in St. Albans were open 
to persons referred by their physician as being in need of a 
chest X-ray. 


School Program: 

Medical examinations and immunizations were offered to 
grades one and three, and to children in other grades in need 
of a health check-up and immunization. 101 children were 
examined by Dr. Maurice Villemaire and Dr. Wilton Covey. 
10 children were vaccinated against Smallpox, 19 were given 
protective immunization against Diphtheria and Tetanus, and 
19 received Booster doses. 

Children in the first, second and third grades participated 
in the Polio Field Trial. 39 second graders were given «he ° 
Saulk Vaccine, and 10 children donated blood samples. 


Home Visiting: 

147 visits were made to children and adults living in Mil- 
ton. These were for the purpose of general family health 
supervision, advising about care of young children or ill per- 
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sons, nursing follow-up in the control of communicable dis- 
eases, or to confer with the parents about the need for cor- 
rective measures for some physical defect. 

The town is to be complimented on their splendid new 
Elementary School with its careful attention to lighting, sani- 
tation and safety as well as the very adequate hot lunch facili- 
ties. It is hoped that the preventive dental program carried on 
in cooperation with the University of Vermont School of 
Dental Hygiene which has been sponsored by the P.T. A. may 
be continued. It is a definite help to better dental health for 
‘the school children. 

All growing children need some form of Cod Liver Oil. 
Capsules sponsored by the local Health Council for all the 
children of the family may be obtained by contacting Mrs. Reid 
Brigham. 

The success of the Public Health Nursing Program de- 
pends upon the interest and cooperation of the local people. 
Many people. have been of assistance and we would like to 
take this opportunity to acknowledge what has been done to 
promote community health.

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MILTON VILLAGE FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


FEB. 1, 1955 


Are the people of Milton becoming fire minded? I hope 
so! Iam indeed pleased to report that during the entire year 
the department had only 17 calls, all minor fires, with one 
exception. Where property loss was involved, 8 calls were 
within village and 9 out of village; only 2 calls from Aug. lst 
to date, Feb. Ist. 

The expense of the department for the past year has been 
very light, with the expense of a few new batteries and re- 
charging extinguishers and the purchase of two hundred feet 
new hose to replace old worn-out hose. Due to the fact 
that the old oil burner in the Fire Station gave out on us after 
nearly 17 years of service it had to be replaced with a new 
burner. I understand from Village Trustees the cost of the 
new burner was about $190.00 plus expense of installing and 
they are attempting to realize some salvage from the old 
burner. Also when weather permits the roof of the Fire Sta- 
tion must be repaired as it is leaking in several places. 

Don’t monkey around, where there is smoke there is 
danger with a going fire, particularly a smokey one, in a 
cellar, attic, or clothes closet. Shut the door on it and call 
the Fire Department. Fire destroys property but it is usually 
poisonous fumes that destroys lives. 

Far more firemen and people are incapacitated or killed 
by smoke than by flame. 

Do not attempt to judge the danger from smoke by its 
color or density. Thin smoke can be toxic, depending on 
what’s burning. 

One help for getting through smoke is the knowledge 
of how to hold your breath properly. 

Most people just gulp in a single deep breath of fresh air 
then hold it as long as 30 to 60 seconds. 
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This is illogical because it allows carbon dioxide to build 
up in the lungs and CO 2 is what compels you to breath. 
Once you are out of the smoke of a burning building never 
dash back into it without protection of proper smoke mask. 

Kkeep up the good work of fire prevention, save lives and 
property. It pays big dividends. 

Finally do not overlook marking on the outside cover of 
your telephone directory. The number to dial for the Fire De- 
partment; dial 4171. This will save you time and possibly a 
life, or “property:

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER, 


TOWN OF MILTON, VERMONT. 


During 1955 many calls were made to investigate com- 
plaints of unhealthful conditions due to the disposal of dead an- 
imals. Large animals, especially horses, cattle or dogs, should 
be buried deep and anyone failing to do this is endangering 
the health of others and can be prosecuted. 

Many people discard rubbish and garbage along country 
roads. The country-side is too nice to allow that to continue. 

Our schools—beautiful buildings— are well kept. The 
public health nurse cooperates very well with our office, and 
health problems are pretty well under control. 

The past year we had many cases disturbing the gastro- 
intestinal tract-it was reported all over the country. A weak- 
ening and disturbing malady. | 

Don’t forget to have your children receive the polio vac- 
cine. 

Other diseases in the town of a contagious nature includ- 
ed Scarlet Fever, Chicken Pox and German Measles. We 
were quite lucky to keep the number down so low.

This is our twentieth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Milton on State payments in your municipality 
of various types of assistance and welfare during 1955. 

The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
reasonably stable for four years. The number aided in the 
Totally and Permanently Disabled program has continued to 
'-increase. Old Age Assistance and Blind Assistance caseloads 
have declined. The impact of the Social Security Insurance 
programs have not been fully realized in Vermont but will be 
a continuing factor in the reduction of caseloads as an increas- 
ing number of our people attain a fully insured status. At the 
present time less than 50% of the aged population in Ver- 
mont, sixty-five years or over, are entitled to Social Security 
benefits. The towns and cities participated financially in two 
of the programs as indicated below. Administrative expenses 
for the four types of Public Assistance have always been 
among the lowest in the nation.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


The advent of Salk Polio Vaccine in 1955 has occupied one 
of the top concerns of the Public Health Nursing Program in 
addition to other preventive services. The successful use of 
the Salk Vaccine again points up the fact that community 
cooperation is vital to any endeavor of this kind. As soon as 
the supply of Polio Vaccine is available, opportunity for pro- 
tection will be offered the children from two months through 
fourteen years of age. Permission cards have already been 


returned by the parents and preliminary plans have been made. 


We wish to express our appreciation to the volunteer 
workers for the fine contribution they have made toward the 
health program in the town. 

21 visits were made to mothers and babies, especially 

with mothers having their first baby, or any particu 
lar problems 


51 visits were made as follow-up on preschool and school 
conferences to discuss with families the need of cor- 
rective measures for some physical defect 


39 visits were made to children and adults for gen- 
eral family health supervision and in the nursing con- 
trol of communicable diseases 


A Medical Conference for infants and preschool children 
was held in May with Dr. Maurice Villemaire and Dr. Wilton 
Covey examining 51 children and giving the necessary immun- 
izations. 


76 school children in grades one and three and those in 
other grades in need of a health check-up and immunization 
were examined by Dr. Villemaire and Dr. Covey. Again, we 
feel that the efforts of the Parent-Teachers’ Association in 
providing preventive dental service for the school children is 
showing results. 


A total of 22 children were vaccinated against Smallpox; 
16 were revaccinated as is recommended every five years; 17 
children were given Triple Antigen against Diphtheria, Teta- 
nus and Whooping Cough; 26 received a Booster; 16 children

were given protective immunization against Diphtheria and 
Tetanus, and 51 received a Boostet. Parents are to be com- 
mended for their response to the immunization program and 
the follow-up with Booster doses.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE MILTON 


PUBLIC LIBRARY 


January 31, 1956 


The Trustees of the Milton Public Library are glad to 
report the completion of a successful] year of operation of the 
the Library. The circulation this year has been 1500 books, 
divided as follows: 981 Adult fiction; 52 non-fiction; 530 
Junior books. This is, as you can see, somewhat below the 
circulation in the past few years. We have wondered if TV 
can be blamed for part of the drop, and perhaps some of it is 
due to the fact that books are no longer sent over to the schools 
for book reports, but individual students come for them. 
Since quite a few of our pupils come from the Island, it is to 
be supposed that they obtain their reading from their own 
libraries as ours is open only on Saturday afternoons. 

The Library hours have changed from 1:00 to 5:00 to 2:00 
to 5:00 p.m. as Mrs. Baker, our Librarian, found that hardly 
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anyone arrived before the hour of two even when we opened 
at one. 

We have added only 80 books to the shelves this year. 
One reason for this is that since the cost of newsprint went 
up, the cost of books has gone up likewise. Mrs. Robbins of 
McAuliffe’s has, as always, been most helpful in the selection 
of books, and most generous with bonus books on our buying 
trips. 

In view of the fact that we have bought fewer books, and 
still have a balance of $92.41 in the treasury, we felt it wise to 

explain that out of that balance we owe the Librarian’s salary 
since October (she prefers it this way), a bill at McAuliffe’s 
for a new accession book and notebook for the Librarian, and 
some new books on order that have not come (eye. 

Gifts of books have been received from Mrs. Ralph Wells, 
Mr. Allen Bliss of Boston, Mrs. Minnie Allen, Mr. Myron 
Boardman of New York City, and Mr. and Mrs. B. G. Levigne 
of Algonquin Camp. Mr. Leon Cook has been very generous 
in lending us books for circulation, especially those that we 
have had requests for, but have not had on our shelves. To 
these people we are very erateful. | 

There have been two suggestions for improving the Li- 
brary. One is the purchase of some sort of glass case that can 
be locked, such as a china cabinet, in which displays of inter- 
esting items could be made, and changed monthly; and the 
other is that the Library should be open one evening a week 
for an hour or so. We welcome such suggestions, and wish 
more people who have *deas would tell us about them, and 
those who have heard these ideas, would express their opinions 
about them.

MILTON VILLAGE FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
AS OF DECEMBER 31, 1955 


During the year we had 33 calls; seven in the Village and 
twenty-six outside, including one false call. While we did not 
purchase any new equipment other than batteries, chimney 
fuses, gas, and oil, and etc. We did have the expense of repair- 
ing the roof of the fire station which was leaking badly; also 
repainting the fire siren. We also ran into considerable ex- 
pense for repairs to our truck motors and installing new head 
lights on both trucks. 


We had two very expensive forest fires, and also the ex- 
pense of the call to assist the St. Albans Fire Department. Of 
course we received no compensation for this call as we have 
an agreement with that department that they will reciprocate 
any time that we may be in need of assistance. 


Regarding the false call the Department received the 
night of January 17th, calling the entire Department for a fire 
over very slippery roads, this was one of the most low-down, 
contemptible things a person can do, and our $10.00 reward to 
learn the guilty party still stands. This false call cost the tax 
payers $27.00. 


According to the report of the Department of Safety 
fire damage during 1955 was $1,991,112.00 Milton’s number 
of claims were eight, damage $7,028.00. Please assist us to 
cut these losses down. Please don’t overlook placing the Fire 
Department phone number, 4171, on the front cover of your 
Telephone Directory.

_ MILTON PUBLIC LIBRARY TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


The book circulation of Milton Public Library for 1956 was 
1,599 volumes classified as Fiction, Non-Fiction, and Juvenile. 
By use of Town funds, seventy-two new books were purchased 
and by gift we received 46 making a total of one hundred and 
eighteen books added to our Library. We wish to thank all 
donors, and the Town of Milton. 

Through this Library and the St. Albans Regional Book

The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
reasonably stable for some years. The number aided in the 
Totally and Permanently Disabled program has continued to 
increase. Old Age Assistance and Blind Assistance case loads 
have declined. The impact of the Social Security Insurance 
programs are a continuing factor in the reduction of case loads 
as an increasing number of our people attain a fully insured 
status. The towns and cities participated financially in two of 
the programs as indicated below. Administrative expenses for 
the four types of Public Assistance have always been among 
the lowest in the nation.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


The following is a report of the Public Health Nursing 
Service in town for the year 1956. 


30 visits were made to mothers and babies, especially to 
mothers with any particular problems 


67 visits were made to the homes of preschool and school 
children as follow-up on some health problem, or to dis- 
cuss with the parents the need for corrective measures 


66 visits were made to children and adults for the purpose 
of health guidance and instruction, and the nursing 
control of communicable diseases 


An Infant and Preschool Medical Conference was held in 
April, and 60 children were examined by Dr. Maurice Ville- 
maire. 35 children were vaccinated against Smallpox, 23 were 
given protective immunization against Diphtheria, Tetanus 
and Whooping Cough, and 22 received a Booster dose. On 
the whole, the majority of the children appeared to be in good 
health with the exception of some dental caries. 

School Medical examinations will be offered after the first 
of January. 

The Polio Vaccine Program was continued in 1956 so that 
everyone from two months through nineteen years of age, as 
well as expectant mothers, had an opportunity to receive at 
least two doses of vaccine. 

298 were given the first dose 

152 were given the second dose 

119 were given the third dose 

30 Polio Pioneers were given a Booster dose 


Both the Medical Conferences and the Polio Vaccine 
Clinics were made possible by volunteers, nurses and others in 
the community who assumed the responsibility for all necessary 
arrangements and assisted at the clinics. Local physicians 
spent many hours serving at these clinics. We are grateful 
to all of these people. 
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Three Chest X-ray Clinics sponsored by the Vermont De- 
partment of Health were held twice each month at the Kerbs 
Memorial and once a month at St. Albans Hospitals. These 
clinics were open by appointment to individuals referred by 
their physicians as being in need of a chest x-ray.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


Report of the Health Officer for the year ending December 
31, 1956. As in the past all the usual problems of community 
and town life presented themselves and were solved to the best 
of our ability. Milton this past year was either very lucky or 
very healthy. 

No severe epidemic of any of the diseases of childhood 
occurred. However we did have to combat a severe gastic 
intestinal disorder or 48 hour grippe due to a virus infection. 

It is also important that the people seek further help when- 
ever cases of jaundice occur for it might be due to virus hepa- 
titis and can be disabling. 

The doctors took over 80 throat cultures for laboratory 
analysis and over 34 water samples were examined by the 
State Laboratory. There were no maternal or new born deaths 
reported. All of our people in food handling industries were 
given physical and laboratory examinations. 

Our clinics conducted through public health services were 
fairly well attended but as in all things many children and 
grownups failed to avail themselves of the service especially as 
far as polio prevention is concerned. 

Remember please, that any person will be given polio 
vaccine any time anyone asks for it. It is advised that grown- 
ups to age 40 should be inoculated. 

Remember also that last fall we suffered from lack of 
rainfall and many water supplies failed. We were forced to 
pump water from less desirable sources in the village but all 
efforts were carried to effect chlorination of the water for pub- 
lic safety.

MILTON VILLAGE FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
Ending December 31, 1956 


During the year we had 38 calls for the Department (5 
more than the previous year) of which 17 were in the village 
limits and 21 in the Town District. There were two calls for 
the inhalator of which very good use was made of it. 

While we did not have any major fires, we did have several 
forest and brush fires which were very costly. Most of them 
no doubt were caused by carelessness of some person or per- 
sons. 

Our expense for equipment replacement this year has been 
reasonably light. Although it is necessary to replace old worn 
out hose each year, some of our hose is very old. As the in- 
terior of the Fire Station was in very bad condition due to 
smoke and soot caused by faulty oil burner, it was completely 
cleaned and repainted. 

According to the report of the Fire Commissioners’ Di- 
vision of the Department of Public Safety for the period, July 
1, 1955 to August 30, 1956, nine lives were lost by fire during 
this period. Fire losses reported totaled 855 claims with 
damage of $2,125,064 of which Milton had 4 claims with damage 
of $5,011.93. The previous year we had eight claims with dam- 
age of $7,028.00 or a drop of $2,016.07. We are very grateful 
for this reduction in fire loss in Milton. Let’s continue this good 
work. 

Keep your home fire extinguishers recharged and refilled 
and ready for immediate use in case of fire and place the Fire 
Department phone number on the outside cover of your tele- 
phone directory. The number is 4171.
